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AT  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  House  of 
Industry,  held  at  said  House,  on  THURSDAY,  3d 
May,  1827,  the  following  REPORT  of  their  Com- 
mittee was  read,  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent 
to  the  City  Council,  in  compliance  with  that  part 
of  the  Act,  establishing  said  House,  which  requires 
« that  they  shall  report  their  doings  annually  to 
the  City  Council,  in  the  month  of  April." 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  an  account  of 
the  Inmates  and  Stock  at  the  House  of  Industry, 
in  order  to  make  the  annual  communication  to  the 
City  Council,  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and 
submit  the  following 

REPORT : 

There  were  in  the  House,  on  the  30th  April, 
3826,  407  inmates ;  since  which  time,  there  have 
been  admitted  609,  born  in  the  House  10,  discharg- 
ed 310,  deserted,  mostly  while  on  leave  of  absence, 
198,  bound  out  as  apprentices,  11,  died  99,  leaving 
now  in  the  House,  408  persons,  for  a  inore  parti-

In  the  docurijefij;  marbejii'B,  is  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  manner  in  whicTi  the  inmates  are  em- 
plo^'edjiftirjiig  tfe  S'lsimBseV.  tnojitJiV;  the  number 
in  each  department,  varying  occasionally,  as  cir- 
cumstances require ;  in  winter,  a  much  larger  pro- 
portion are  employed  in  picking  oakum,  &c. 

The  schedule  marked  C.  contains  a  statement  of 
all  the  property  on  hand,  on  the  30th  April,  1827, 
amounting  to  J^  12,863  52.  There  is  due  to  the 
City,  (and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Board)  from  Towns,  for  the  support  of  their 
poor,  about  S300,  which  will  be  shewn  by  sche- 
dule D ;  but  as  the  charges  are  in  some  cases  dis- 
puted, that  amount  cannot  be  considered  as  availa^ 
ble.  There  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
City,  since  the  last  annual  Report,  by  the  Common- 
wealth, for  the  support  of  their  poor  in  the  House, 
from  1st  January,  1826,  to  May  61,  the  sum  of 
;g3420  67  ;  and  from  June  ?,  to  December  31, 1826, 
the  sum  of  g!4132  27,  total  amount  ^7552  94;  and 
the  amount  of  expenses  for  the  State  Paupers 
from  January  1,  to  May  31,  1827,  will  probably  ex- 
ceed $3000. 

Since  the  last  annual  Report  the  Stockade  Fence 
round  the  Farm,  has  been  completed ;  the  build- 
ing formerly  used  as  the  Public  School  House,  at 
South  Boston,  has  been  located  at  the  Gate,  and 
rendered  fit  for  the  occupancy  of  a  family.  Five 
hundred  feet  of  drains  have  been  laid,  and  two 
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large  reserv^oirs  have  been  dug  and  stoned ;  the 
buikling  heretofore  used  as  the  carpenter's  shop, 
has  been  altered  for,  and  is  now  occupied  as  a 
School  House,  by  the  children  of  both  sexes,  be- 
longing to  the  House.  A  well  has  been  dug  at  the 
west  end  of  the  house  for  the  convenience  of  the 
westerly  wing,  and  the  house  for  female  blacks. — 
Three  large  Tombs  have  been  built  at  the  north 
westerly  corner  of  the  Farm,  in  which  have  been 
interred,  since  Januarj^  1, 1827,  36  bodies,  by  which 
a  saving  has  been  made  to  the  City,  of  $54,  which 
is  more  than  25  per  cent,  on  the  cost.  Porches 
and  out  doors  have  been  placed  to  all  the  entries 
to  the  House,  which  has  caused  a  great  saving  in 
fuel ;  the  chimnies  have  been  topped,  to  prevent 
smoking ;  and  the  side  walks  have  been  relaid,  and 
repaired.  Within  the  House,  two  galleries  have^ 
been  built  in  the  Chapel ;  a  large  room  in  the  base- 
ment story  has  been  floored  and  ceiled,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  Irish  females ;  and  a  Pump 
has  been  placed  in  the  kitchen,  communicating  by 
80  feet  of  suction,  with  the  well  in  the  front  yard. 
Coffins  have  been  made  by  the  inmates,  for 
those  who  died  in  the  House ;  and  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  of  the  City  have  been  supplied,  for 
out  door  paupers,  to  the  amount  of  ;S  130.  The 
House  for  the  Employment  and  Reformation  of 
Juvenile  Offenders,  has  been  supplied  with  bunks, 
school  desks,  tables,  shoemaker's  benches,  and 
other  carpenter  work,  to  the  amount  of  $238  83. 
The  following  improvements  have  been  made  on 


the  Farm :  the  old  Fort  near  the  sea  shorcj  has 
been  levelled,  and  prepared  for  cultivation ;  about 
300  fruit  trees  have  been  set  out ;  about  half  an 
acre  of  land  has  been  planted  with  asparagus  roots, 
and  the  garden  and  farm  generally,  put  in  a  fit  state 
of  cultivation.  The  whole  premises  have  been 
surveyed,  and  an  accurate  plan  of  the  same  ex- 
ecuted.

During  the  last  autumn,  118  Cattle  were  pur- 
chased, the  cost  of  which  was  $3023  56 ;  and  the 
hides  and  tallow  have  been  sold  for  $  1 1 37  03  ;  and 
beef  and  offal  consumed  in  the  House,  ta  the  a- 


mount  of  S5750 ;  and  the  residue  has  been  salted 
and  packed,  to  the  number  of  235  barrels,  of  200 
lbs.  each,  which,  at  $S  per  barrel,  amounts  to 
81880;  by  this  operation,  about  $700  have  been 
saved  to  the  City. 

The  value  of  the  swine  on  the  Farm,  on  the 
30th  April,  1826,  was  $856  20,  and  201  have  since 
been  purchased,  the  cost  of  which  was  $1163  73  ; 
and  there  have  been  slaughtered  for  the  use  of  the 
House,  to  the  amount  of  $689  89;  sold,  81768  27 ; 
remaining  on  hand,  38  hogs  and  20  pigs,  valued  at 
$476;  leaving  a  gain  of  $914  23;  besides  the 
value  of  a  large  quantity  of  manure,  which  has 
been  put  on  the  Farm,  the  benefit  of  which  is  yet 
to  be  realized. 

In  the  Internal  Department  of  tne  Institution, 
the  wants  of  the  inmates  have  been  carefully  at- 
tended to,  and  their  comforts  promoted,  and  a  very 
general  satisfaction  has  been  expressed ;  and  your 
committee  cannot  omit  this  opportunity  of  commu- 
nicating to  the  Board,  the  grateful  sense  entertain- 
ed and  manifested  by  the  paupers,  for  the  very 
munificent  gift  of  a  pair  of  fine  cattle,  by  Ward 
Nicholas  Boylston,  Esquire,  to  furnish  them  with  a 
Dinner  for  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Days. 

For  a  particular  account  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, reference  may  be  had  to  the  Report  of  the 
Physician  to  the  Establishment,  herewith  submit- 
ted, marked  E. 

Your  Committee  would  state,  that,  owing  to  the 
very  unfavourable  weather,  experienced  the  last 


season,  the  produce  of  the  Farm  was  not  so  great 
as  was  expected  ;  added  to  which,  the  most  availa- 
ble labour  of  the  inmates  has  been  appropriated  to 
completing  the  stockade  fence,  leveling  the  old 
fort,  planting  trees,  constructing  a  glacis  in  the 
garden  in  the  front  of  the  Blouse,  and  other  objects, 
which  being  improvements  of  a  permanent  nature, 
will  in  fsiiure  years  enable  the  Directors  to  applj^ 
the  whole  force  of  the  inmates  to  the  cultivation 
of  the  Farm.  A  reasonable  expectation  may 
therefore  be  entertained,  that  the  produce  of  the 
labour  of  the  inmates,  may  go  far  towards  support- 
ing the  Institution. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  your  Committee  take 
the  opportunity  of  repeating  the  satisfaction,  which 
they  have  no  doubt  the  Board  feel,  in  common 
with  themselves,  at  the  success  which  has  attend- 
ed the  Institution,  during  the  past  year.  And, 
while  it  ranks  in  the  estimation  of  the  friends  of 
humanity,  as  a  noble  monument  of  the  liberality  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  your  committee  feel  it  in- 
cumbent on  them  to  express  their  opinion,  that  the 
utility  and  success  of  the  Establishment,  are  in  a 
great  measure  to  be  attributed  to  the  unwearied 
care  and  attention,  with  which  the  exertions  of  this 
Board  have  been  seconded  by  the  Superintendent 
and  Mistress  of  the  House.  It  is  believed  that 
method,  good  order,  and  a  fair  prospect  of  progres- 
sive improvement,  pievail;  and  your  Committee 
trust,  that,  under   the   protecting  care  of  Divine 


Providence,  the  Institution  may  continue  to  be  an 
Asylum  for  the  virtuous,  aged,  infirm,  and  industri- 
ous poor.     All  which  is  submitted.

tee, was  read,  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to 
the  City  Council. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sub- 
ject of  an  annual  Communication  to  the  City 
Council,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Directors  of  the 
House  for  the  Employment  and  Reformation  of 
Juvenile  Offenders,  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and 
submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

That  a  Committee  of  this  Board  was  appointed 
in  the  early  part  of  last  summer,  to  procure  suita- 
ble persons  for  a  Master  and  Mistress  of  the  House. 
Advertisements  were  inserted  in  the  public  papers 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  from  a  large  number  of  ap- 
plicants, Bartholomew  Brown,  Esquire,  was  select- 
ed ;  who,  with  his  family,  took  possession  of  the 
House,  on  the  24th  of  August  last,  and  immediate- 
ly commenced  putting  the  same  in  order,  for  the 
reception  of  Boys.  Domestics,  male  and  female, 
were  procured  from  the  House  of  Industry. 
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The  Directors  then  notified  the  several  Courts, 
that  they  were  prepared  to  receive  such  Juvenile 
Offenders,  as  may  be  sentenced  to  the  House,  un- 
der the  age  of  eighteen  years;  and  on  the  20th 
September,  the  first  boy  was  committed;  since 
which  time,  to  the  present  date,  forty-two  boys 
have  been  committed,  by  order  of  the  different 
Courts,  viz.

The  Board  declined  receiving  female  delinquents 
into  the  House,  until  some  experience  should  be 
gained,  with  regard  to  the  management  of  the 
males :  and  also,  to  save  the  expense  of  warming 
the  west  wing  of  the  House,  during  winter ;  but 
in  the  month  of  March,  arrangements  were  made 
for  their  reception  ;  and  the  domestics,  male  and 
female,  from  the  House  of  Industry,  were  returned 
to  that  Institution,  they  not  being  proper  charac- 
ters to  improve  the  morals  of  female  offenders. 
Other  suitable  persons  were  employed ;  and  no- 
tice was  given  to  the  several  Courts,  of  our  readi- 
ness to  receive  female  offenders  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years ;  but  as  yet,  no  one  has  been  senten- 
ced to  the  House. 

For  a  particular  description  of  the  character, 
employment,  food,  clothing,  &c.  of  the  boys,  your 
Committee  beg  leave  to  refer  to  extracts  from  the 
Master's  Report,  of  the  25th  April.  "  From  the 
commencement  of  the  Institution,  the  employment 
of  the  Boys  has  been  mental  improvement,  and 
various  kinds  of  labour,  allowing  sufficient  time  for 
recreation.  In  the  autumnal  season,  the  following 
has  been  the  division  of  time,  relative  to  their  ex- 
ercises and  manner  of  living,  varying  the  same 
through  the  winter,  as  was  found  most  requisite 
and  convenient,  viz. 
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At  6  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  bell  rings.

In  School  hours,  they  have  been  instructed  in 
reading,  spelling,  writing,  cyphering,  book-keeping, 
&c.  pursuing  the  method  of  mutual  instruction,  as 
far  as  could  be  done  consistently,  and  with  conve- 
nience, being  divided  into  four  classes.  There  are 
also  two  general  divisions  of  the  v/hole,  with  a  mo- 
nitor attached  to  each,  agreeably  to  the  practice  in 
other  similar  institutions. 

"  The  labour  to  which  they  have  been  put,  is 
that  of  gathering  in  the  harvest  of  the  City  Farm ; 
in  front  of  the  House,  and  other  places,  shovelling 
and  wheeling  gravel,  digging  drains,  splitting  and 
sawing  wood,  shovelling  snow,  working  in  the 
House,  whenever  wanted,  &c. ;  until  about  the  mid- 
dle of  January,  when  ten  were  placed  in  the  shoe- 
maker's shop,  and  in  a  few  days  after,  ten  more  ; 
the  remainder  were  employed,  some  in  various  ser- 
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vices  in  and  about  the  house,  and  others  in  the 
wood  house.  Those  in  the  shop,  generally  made 
good  progress  in  the  art;  and  some  of  them  it  is 
thought,  are  capable  of  making  first  rate  work- 
men. Since  the  first  of  April,  they  have  done  very 
little  at  the  business,  having  been  employed  pretty 
much  in  digging  and  covering  the  drain  back  of 
the  House,  and  wheeling  gravel  upon  the  road  in 
front. 

"  The  clothing  of  the  inmates  is  composed  of 
strong  and  suitable  materials,  of  a  uniform  colour; 
each  having  two  suits  of  satinet,  one  for  common 
use,  and  the  other  to  be  used  occasionally. 

"  Their  food  has  been  generally,  bohea  tea  with 
milk  and  molasses,  and  bread,  for  breakfast  and 
supper.  For  dinner,  beef  soup  twice  a  week; 
roasted  or  baked  beef,  twice  a  week ;  boiled  salt 
beef  once  ;  beans  once,  and  fish  once.  Sometimes 
chopped  meat  with  potatoes  and  turni])s,  has  be«n 
given  as  a  substitute  for  beans  or  fish ;  and  at  all 
times,  they  have  a  plenty  of  bread  and  potatoes. 
Their  drink  at  table,  has  been  hop  beer  of  their 
own  brewing.  The  Master  of  the  House,  has  ever 
made  it  his  duty  to  be  present  at  their  meals,  to 
keep  order,  &c.  No  boy  is  allowed  to  speak  to 
any  of  his  companions  at  the  table  ;  if  any  thing  is 
wanted,  the  boy  holds  up  his  hand,  and  he  is  im- 
mediately attended  to.  Each  one  has  his  particu- 
lar number  and  place  at  the  table,  as  well  as  in 
school,  and  is  not  permitted  to  take  any  different 
seat.     They  come  to  their  tables  and  retire  from 
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them  in  perfect  order,  regularity  and  silence,  and 
accordint;-  to  their  numbers. 

^"  At  their  sports,  an  overseer  is  always  near 
them,  to  see  that  no  mischief  or  injur}^  is  done. — 
On  every  Saturday  evening,  they  are  washed  from 
head  to  foot ;  and  constantly  attend  public  worship 
on  the  Sabbath,  unless  illness  prevents. 

''  Finally,  the  whole  concern  and  course  of  their 
mode  of  living  here,  is  endeavoured  to  be  conduct- 
ed with  the  strictest  order,  method  and  decorum. 

"But  with  such  boys,  who  have  never  been  ac- 
customed to  any  regular  mode  of  living,  and  whose 
habitations  have  been  the  lurking  places  of  vice 
and  depravity,  it  requires  much  labour,  patience, 
care,  solicitude,  and  length  of  time,  to  effect  even 
a  small  degree  of  progress.  It  is  by  reiterated  at- 
tention and  unwearied  application,  that  the  highly 
commendable  and  praiseworthy  purposes  of  the 
Institution  are  to  be  accomplished.  When  the 
boys  were  first  received  into  the  House,  they  were, 
almost  without  exception,  habituated  to  profane, 
low,  and  obscene  language  ;  frequently  in  quarrels 
and  fisticuffs  with  one  another.  Boisterous,  ve- 
hement and  resentful,  even  brothers  were  some- 
times found  closely  clenched  together,  buffeting 
each  other,  with  all  the  spite,  venom,  and  rage 
of  tigers.  No  pains  were  spared  to  allay  this 
furious  spirit,  and  to  inculcate  peace  and  brotherly 
love  amongst  them ;  to  instil  irto  their  rude 
minds,  the  importance  of  good  and  virtuous  habits, 
and  to  excite  an  honourable  ambition  among  them, 
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raising  them  above  the  degraded   state  to  which 
they  had  been  accustomed.  * 

"  Xhe  principles  of  religion  and  morality  were 
represented  to  them  as  indispensable  to  a  life  of 
respectability  and  usefulness  in  this  world,  and  to 
a  state  of  happiness  in  the  world  to  come. 

"  These  children  have  generally  been  obedient 
and  attentive  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
House.  Passion  and  violence  towards  each  other, 
have  generally  ceased.  Rude  and  profane  language 
is  now  seldom  heard  among  them ;  and  there  hap- 
pily appears  to  be  a  prevailing  disposition  to  put 
in  exercise  kindness  and  good  will.  It  is  thought 
they  have  made  very  considerable  progress  in  the 
art  of  writing,  and  have  not  been  backward  in  the 
other  branches  of  school  education.  In  the  art  of 
shoemaking,  which  is  the  only  trade  they  have 
been  instructed  in,  it  is  believed  they  have  done 
very  well,  having  made  one  hundred  and  seventy 
pairs  of  shoes,  besides  mending  and  clodng  many 
others.  The  establishment  of  an  Institution  for 
the  Employment  and  Reformation  of  vagrant  and 
depraved  youth,  is  an  object  well  worthy  the  at- 
tention of  an  intelligent,  moral  and  reHgious  com- 
munity. The  utilit}^  of  such  an  Institution  Ito  the 
City  of  Boston,  can  scarcely  be  doubted.." 

Your  Committee  fully  coincide  with  the  Master 
of  the  House,  as  to  the  utility  of  the  Establishment 
to  the  City ;  and  although  but  few  boys  have  been 
committed  to  the  House,  and  the  Institution  is  yet 
in  its  infancy,  it  has  had  an  extensive  and  salutary 
influence  among  the  depraved  and  wicked,  in  the 
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City;  and  those  parents  who  suffered  or  taught 
their  children  to  beg  and  pilfer,  now  find  it  neces- 
sary to  keep  them  from  the  haunts  of  vice,  and 
confine  them  at  home,  or  send  them  to  school ; 
and  much  less  profane  and  obscene  language  is 
heard  in  our  streets,  than  formerly.  And  we  may 
indulge  the  hope,  that  while  reformation  is  taking 
place  within  the  walls,  a  deep  impression  will  be 
made  on  the  minds  and  morals  of  that  part  of  our 
community  who  have  allowed  their  children  to  go 
at  large  without  controul,  and  who  in  many  instan- 
ces have  encouraged  them  in  the  vices  of  which 
they  have  been  guilty. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  with  great  de- 
ference, the  expediency  of  calling  the  attention  of 
the  City  Council  to  the  establishing  a  State  Insti- 
tution for  the  employment  and  reformation  of  juve- 
nile delinquents.  There  are  many  and  serious  ob- 
jections to  the  present  plan  of  operations,  which 
would  be  obviated  in  a  House  founded  by  the 
Commonwealth.  The  expenses  of  the  present 
Establishment  are  too  great  for  the  extent  of  its 
operations ;  the  salaries  for  a  Master,  Schoolmas- 
ter, Assistants,  and  head  artizahs,  are  as  great  for 
the  care  and  instruction  of  fifty,  as  of  two  hundred 
children.  The  present  House  is  very  inconveni- 
ent for  the  small  number  that  will  generally  be  re- 
tained in  it ;  and  the  location  is  too  near  the  City. 
Parents  are  continually  soliciting  permission  to 
v^sit  their  children,  and  making  application  for 
their  discharge ;  the  minds  of  the  boys  are  thus 
kept  in  a  continual  state  of  excitement ;  they  are 
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uneasy,  restless  and  discontented,  while  living  in 
view  of  their  former  scenes  of  amusement,  and  in 
constant  expectation  of  being  discharged,  or  on 
the  watch  for  escape.  To  make  them  useful,  and 
to  effect  reformation,  they  must  be  deprived  of  all 
hope  of  escape,  and  their  expectations  of  a  dis- 
chargCj  be  founded  on  continued  good  behaviour. 
It  is  confidently  relieved,  that  parents  and  guard- 
ians, throughout  the  state,  would  be  more  attentive 
to  the  habits  and  morals  of  the  rising  generation, 
,were  they  aware,  that  the  consequences  of  neglect- 
ing their  duty,  w^oiild  be,  the  removal  of  the  chil- 
dren to  a  distance  from  their  homes,  probably  for 
a  long  term  of  years.  This  early  checking  of  vi- 
cious propensities,  will,  it  is  trusted,  diminish  in  a 
great  measure,  the  number  of  candidates  for  the 
State  Prison. 

The  present  establishment  is  only  as  yet,  a  mat- 
ter of  experiment ;  to  every  reflecting  mind,  its 
importance  must  be  evident;  but  its. utility  would 
be  of  much  greater  consequence  to  society,  could 
its  operations  be  more  extensive.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  establishing 
the  House  of  Industry,  the  Directors  of  that  In- 
stitution, respectfully  present  to  the  City  Council 
the  seventh  Annual  Report,  exhibiting  a  statement 
of  its  concerns  for  the  year  commencing  April  Ist, 
18i9,  and  ending  March  31st,  1830.  As  follows, 
viz.

By  this  estimate  it  appears,  that  the  expense  for 
the  City  poor  at  the  House  of  Industry,  does  not 
much  exceed  4000  dollars,  for  the  above  period. 

The  Directors  also  remark,  that  there  has  been 
various  permanent  improvements  made  by  the 
labour  and  industry  of  the  inmates,  which  has 
increased  the  value  of  the  Establishment  ^  and 
which  could  not  be  done  by  hired  labour  for  less 
than  1500  dollars. 

The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating, 
that  the  general  character  of  the  Institution  is  im- 
proving ;  that  the  usual  health  has  continued  with- 
out interruption  by  any  contagious  mortal  dis- 
ease ;  and  that  the  beneficial  effects  of  constant 
employment  of  the  adults,  and  a  strict  school  dis- 
cipline of  the  children  are  very  apparent. 

The  constant  labour  of  the  adults  has  two  very 
important  advantages :  first,  it  promotes  their 
health  and  moral  character  ;  and  secondly,  pre- 
vents the  idle  and  lazy  from  seeking  an  asylum  in 
the  Institution. 

The  Directors  conclude  their  report  by  remark- 
ing with  much  satisfaction,  that  great  credit  is  due 
to  the  Superintendent  and  Mistress,  and  all  the 
other  officers  of  the  Institution,  for  the  zeal  and

fidelity  with  which  they  have  performed  their  vari- 
ous duties.

In  compliance  with  your  request  I  send  you  a  re- 
port of  the  number  of  sick  persons  whicli  have  been 
subjects  of  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  in  the 
Institutions  under  your  guardianship  the  past  year, 
or  from  April  Jst  1829  to  April  1st  1830. 

During  this  period  five  hundred  and  thirty  one 
persons  have  been  admitted  into  the  sick  wards  of 
the  Institution.

The  number  of  subjects  which  have  received 
the  peculiar  care  of  the  physician  during  the  past 
year  has  been  large.  The  number  above  stated, 
however,  does  not  constitute  the  whole  to  whom 
medical  advice  has  been  rendered  and  medicine 
administered.  I  have  registered  those  only  who 
have  been  considered  sick  enough  to  have  a  bed 
in  the  Hospital  wards.  A  large  number  of  chil- 
dren and  adults  have,  at  different  times  during  the 
year,  been  afflicted  with  inflamed  eyes  and  erup- 
tive diseases,  which  required  energetic  treatment 
from  the  physician  to    overcome. 

The  diseases  which  have  been  particularly  prev- 
alent were  the  measles,  the  itch,  inflamed  eyes, 
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and  inflammation  of  the  lungs.  The  measles  made 
its  appearance  in  September  and  October,  and 
attacked  about  120  persons.  The  itch  has  existed 
both  among  the  children  and  the  adults,  but  prin- 
cipally among  the  former.  The  ophthalmia,  or 
the  inflammation  of  the  eyes  appeared  in  the  win- 
ter, and  has  attacked  almost  every  child  in  the  male 
school,  and  a  considerable  number  of  the  adults 
both  male  and  female.  The  number  of  those  who 
have  been  attacked  with  the  lung  fever  has  been 
unusually  great,  and  a  few  are  yet  sick  with  this 
serious  malady. 

The  Surgical  operations  have  been  few,  those 
few  however,  were  important  and  interesting  cases. 

They  consist  of  1  Amputation  of  the  thigh. 
''  2  Amputation  of  the  finger. 

"  1   Dislocation  of  the  hip  joint. 

"  1   United  fracture  of  the  thigh 

bone. 
''  4  Operations    on    the   eye   in 

case  of  blindness. 
All  these  were  followed  wdth  success  ;  the    lame 
have  been  made  to  walk,  and  the  blind  to  see. 

Most  of  the  individuals  that  have  been  seriously 
sick,  and  who  have  fallen  victims  to  these  com- 
plaints, entered  the  house  while  sick,  and  four  or 
five  died  within  twenty  four  hours  after  they  were 
admitted. 

AH  those  that  have  died  of  consumption,  and 
most  of  those  that  died  of  lung  fever^  were  in  the 
stages  of  the  diseases  before  I  saw  them,  so  that 
but  few  of  those  that  have  died  were  originally 
taken  sick  at  the  Institutions  :  In  fact  I  consider 
that  the  subjects  have  enjoyed  a  great  degree  of 
health  during  the  year  considering  their  former 
habits  and  character. 

This  state  of  health  has  been  owing  in  a  great 
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measure  to  the  excellent  order  and  regulations  es- 
tablished in  the  Institutions  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  carried  into  effect  by  the  active  and 
vigilan!  nidividuals  at  the  head  of  the  institutions. 

During  the  last  week  I  have  made  a  particular 
examination  of  the  physical  health  of  each  indi- 
vidual in  the  House  of  Industry,  and  find  that  all, 
amounting  to  647  persons,  enjoy  a  far  better  state 
of  health  than  I  had  expected ;  a  large  majority 
of  them,  are  able  to  cat  and  drink  their  allowan- 
ces, and  to  exercise  themselves  in  some  kind  of 
employment. 

In  the  House  of  Reformation  there  has  been  but 
three  cases  of  severe  sickness  during  the  whole  year, 
and  at  the  present  time,  not  an  individual  therein 
requires  any  of  the  physician's  attention.  This 
unprecedented  state  of  health  among  over  one  hun- 
dred young  boys,  demonstrates  that  the  physical 
condition  of  these  unfortunate  youth,  is  no  less  at- 
tended to  by  their  distinguished  instructor  than 
their  moral  habits  have  been. 

Since  I  have  had  the  care  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  House  of  Industry,  a  number  of  im- 
provements have  been  made  by  your  order  in  the 
arrangements  for  the  sick.  The  wards  have  been 
enlarged  and  better  ventilated,  and  answers  the 
purpose  of  the  sick  for  the  present.  Many  im- 
provements however,  are  wanting  for  the  proper 
treatment  of  the  sick,  and  which  must  in  the  course 
of  time  be  made.  With  these  you  have  already 
been  partially  made  acquainted.  The  haste  with 
which  I  am  compelled  to  prepare  this  report,  pre- 
vents me  from  saying  more  upon  the  subject  at 
this  time.

In  presenting  this  Report  the  Directors  cannot 
forbear  to  express  the  pleasure  they  experienced 
in  observing  the  continued  and  still  increasing  use- 
fulness of  this  Insliiution. 

They  are  convinced  that  it  has  not  only  done 
much  to  lessen  the  frequency  of  crimes,  but  ex- 
erted a  positive  good  efiect  in  sending  out  from  its 
numbers  many  who  give  the  promise  of  much 
respectability  in  after  life. 

The  Directors  continue  to  receive  very  favour- 
able accounts  of  most  of  the  lads  who  have  been 
under  the  discipline  of  the  Institution.  They  feel 
assured  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  by 
the  adoption  of  some  improvements,  which  have 
been  introduced  with  success  in  similar  European 
Schools,  the  labour  of  the  children  will  do  much 
to  support  the  establishment,  without,  in   any  de- 
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gree  diminishing  the  means  now  enjoyed,  for  their 
intellectual  and  moral  advancement. 

They  conclude  by  recommending  with  great 
confidence,  this  valuable  Institution  to  the  continu- 
ed fostering  care  of  the  City   Council.
